A Newfoundland Cruiser Fires on 
a French Fisherman.

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, July 17.—A special ca- 
blegram from St. Plerre- Miquelon, says the 
schooner May, from Fortune Bay, Newfound- 
land with a cargo of 700 quintals of codfish, was 
seized in that harbor this morning for selling 
cod roes. The vessel and cargo are valued at 
$5,000. The dispatch does not give particulars. 
It is surmised the schooner was seized by the 
French anthorities as an act of retaliation on 
New Foundland. 

FIRED ON A FRENCH FISHERMAN, 

MONTREAL, Quebec, July 17.—A private 
dispatch received here last evening confirms 
the report telegraphed from Halifax Tuesday 
night to the effect thata Newfoundland 
cruiser had fired on a French fisherman. The 
man-of-war Cornus salled hurriedty from 
Halifax after the report had been received to 
reinforce the fleet in Newfoundland waters. 

PREMIER WHITEWAY IN LONDON. 

TORONTO, July 17.—A special cable dispatch 
to the Globe says: Premier Whiteway of New- 
foundiand had further Interviews with the 
Colonial office. The whole case of the colony 
is now fairly before Lord Knutsford. Sir 
William certainly does not think the attitude 
of the imperial anthorities is hostile to the 
Colonial people and is glad to find the issue 
involved fairly grasped by the press and pub- 
lic men here. There is no truth in the rumor 
that the Canadian Government is paying the 
fares of Heligolanders to Canada, 


A Fiery Horror. 


QUEBEC, July 17.—At2o’clock this morning 
afire broke out in the bar-room owned by 
Delamare & Oullet on St. Josephs street. The 
flames made such rapid progress that soon 
the wbole building was ablaze. The fire brig- 
ade quickly answered the alarm, which, how- 
ever, was a little late in being turned in. On 
arriving at the scene of the conflagration the 
firemen worked with energy to preserve the 
surrounding bulidings, not aware that the 
occupants of the upper part of the burning 
house were roasting, and it was only after 
the flames had beén extinguished that they 
came upon a family of five persons that had 
been burned todeath. The family consisted 
of Pierre Meranda, his wife and their three 
children, who had recently returned from the 
United States, intending to settle in their 
native city. It is thought that others per- 
ishefl in the flames, as the Merandas had 
several lodgers from the oountry. 

THE DARTMOUTH DISASTER. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, July 17.—The inquest 
on the victims of the Dartmouth disaster was 
conciuded last night. No new facts were 
elicited as to the cause. The jury’s verdict 
was ‘‘accidental death,’’ but had the gale at 
the head of the wharf been securely fastened 
the accident would not have occurred. 

GRANDFATHER AND GRANDSON DROWNED. 

TORONTO, Ontario, July 17.—At Bolton Vil- 
lage, on the Humber River, yesterday William 
Griffin and his grandson, Willie, aged 9 years, 
were drowned. The boy fell into theriver 
from araftand his grandfather went to his 
rescue. Both bodies were recovered. 


The London Police Trouble. 


LONDON, July 17.—Asa result of the recent 
troubles inthe London Police Department 
sixteen inspectors have been transferred from 
the posts they have held for several years to 
localities, in each case, as distant as possible 
}from their former stations. Although no 
reason is given for these transfers It is pretty 
generally believed that the inspectors were in 
active sympathy with the disaffected men and 
advised them more or less in the course they 
pursued. Although Commissioner Bradford 
is admittedly unpopular with his subordin- 
ates, he has certaily elevated himself very 
highin public estimation by his prompt and 
effective action in dealing with the discon- 
tented element in the force, which has re- 
sulted inthe restoration of order and disel- 
pline and increased efiiciency. 


African Affairs. 


BERLIN, July 17.—Baron Wissmann has re- 
considered his determination to resign his 
position as German Imperial Commissioner in 
Africa, and will remain in the colonial service 
for the present. It is understood that Lieut. 
Baron Grevenreuth will continue as acting 
Commissioner and Wissmann will remain in 
Berlin to assist inthe reorganization of the 
German systemin Africa on an entirely new 
basis, the changes being demanded by the 
large Increase of territory through the Anglo- 
German agreement.

FOR LACK OF HELP. 


Zhe Spragues Reopen Their Places With

Hot Weather To-Day and Hotter Predicted 
With No Kain Ceming. 


It cannot be said that the drouth has been 
broken in the immediate vicinity of St. Louis. 
In most of that sectionfrom which St. Louis 
wonld ordinarily be drawing her vegetable 
supply at this time there has been no rain of 
consequence since the last week in May. The 
Signal Service reported 3. 18 inches of rain 
falling in the month of June, but that 
report was misleading for the reason 


that not one of the rainfalls was general even 
eo far asthe city was concerned. And had 
the rains been general the fall was deficient 
by several inches. 

The heaviest fail in June was .83 and that on 
the 15th. Showers fell onthe Custom-House 
on twelve days of the month, though 
records from other portions of 
the city show rain on from three 
to five days only. However, from June 17 to 
the present the total recorded rainfal! (Signal 
Service) is but .24. 

Por three days past there have been 
predictions of rain and slight showers 
have fallen, but these falis have not been 
heavy enough to measure except in lim- 
ited sections of the city. Monday a heavy 
shower fell in Forest Park—saia to be 
half an inch, last eveninga heay rain fell west 
ofGrand avenue that was nearly equal in 
amount. The showers have been so slight that 
the parched ground bas not been moistened 
beyond the surface, and no benefit to crops 
has resulted in the immediate vicinity. The 
chance of more rain has passed for the 
present and the prediction is warmer weather.

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| THE PADRONE SYSTEM. 


DE. VERDI BFFORE THE HOUSE COMMITTEE 
ON IMMIGRATION. 


A Denial of False Reperts—Laws Passed by 
Italy Regulating Emigration—O. I. 
Spaldiag ef Michigan Succeeds Gen. 
Tichenor as Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury—The Electien Bill— Washington 
News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—The House 
Committee on Immigration to-day heard a 
statement of Dr. Verdi of this city upon the 
subject.of the padronesystem. His statement 


was mainly in refutation ot those made by 
preceding witnesses respecting the existence 
ef a system of Italian slave labor in this 
country. He said that he had liyed for forty 
years in the United tes and had never 
yet found an Italiam laborer who worked un- 
der apadrone. The Italians were not fools 
and were not to be gulled so easily into sur- 
rendering themselves voluntarily into slavery. 
In 1887 the Italian Government had appointed 
a commission to ¢xamine the emigration sys- 
tem, and as a result a law had been 
passed which, while recognizing personal 
rights, guarded against unrestricted 
emigration, assisted by unworthy persons for 
personal gain. The steamship agents were 
placed under bonds, provision was made for 
the safety and comfort of emigrants anda 
prohibition was placed upon the emigration 
of any class Of persons whose emigration was 
forbidden by the laws of the country to which 
they sought to go. Italy needed all of her 
citizens and was doing all she could to 
keep them. It there were evils existing un- 
der the padrone system, the law could reach 
them. If an Italian or any other made volun- 
tary contracts to render service he could not 
be called a siaya. Asa matter of fact there 
was a good deal ot jealousy felt toward the 
Italian laborers because of their sobriety, 
intelligence and skill. New York was 
hardly the best place to secure 
an accurate estimaate of the charac- 
ter of the Italian immigrants. They 
were new to the country, very poor and were 
compelled to buddle together as best they 
could. After a time, bowever, they found 
work, paid their debts and became ereditable 
citizens. Representative Oates, who had been 
a member of the Ford Committee of tbe last 
Congress, described succinctly the results of 
the investigation of that committee in Mul- 
berry street, New York, and said that he kad 
little doubt that the Italian restrictive law, 
cited by Dr. Verdi, which bad not been in 
operation before this year, would be of great 
benefitin preventing the immigration of an 
undesirable element. 
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Want the Klection Bill Passed. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—The Southern 
States Colored Republican Association, 
through its President, H. J. Europe of Ala- 
bama, has sent tothe Republican members of 


the Senate a petition urging the passage of the 
Federal election bill, which it says is neces- 
sary to secure free and fair elections In the 
South. The best form of government, the 
petitioners say, is that of a Republican, but 
the worst form of citizenship ts disfranchised 
citizenship ina Republican form of govern- 
ment. They donot seek, the petition says, 
domination“ over the white people of the 
South, bat rather participation as citizens in 
the goveroments of the South. 


Starving Indiana, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—The Secre- 
tary of the Interior transmitted to Congress a 
letter from William McCusick, United States 
Indian Agent at the Sisseton Agency, South 
Dakota, stating tnat the Sisseeton and Wahpe- 
ton Indians ofthe Lake Traverse Reservation 
are in most d@stitute condition, the drouth of 
last year baving almost totally destroyed the 
crops aud asking that $5,000 be appropriated 
for the purchase of provisions to keep the 
Indians from starving.

The minors sue by their next 
friends, Mary Gunning and Francis Gunning, 
and each ask the Court to award a judgment 
against the defendant for $1,000 as reparation 
for the injuries received at his bands. Besides 
this, charges have been preferred against 
Liday in Justice Wyatt's Court for assault and 
battery, and warrants issued for his arrest. 

George Rowlan, who was arrested yoester- 
day for stealing a quantity of ice cream, is 
still in eustody, though the charge of larceny 
against bim has been withdrawn.

ST. PAUL, Minn., July 17.—Capt. Wethern 
and sik of the crewof the ill-fated steamcr 
Sea Wing, which was wrecked at Lake City 
Sunday night, arrived in this city yesterday 


afternoon and Government Inspectors Yerger 
and Knapp are making an investigation of 
affairs behind closed doors. Capt. Wethern 
and Clerk Niles have given to the press a 
Statement of the disaster. They say the 
steamer Sea Wing had been recently inspected 
and found to be in good condition and with 
barge she had in company was allowed 250 
passengers. 

The crew of the boat was: Captain, D. W. 
Wethern; Mate, L. Sparks; Clerk, E. N. 
Niles; Engineer, Will Sparks; Fireman, Hank 
Jope; crew—Will and Harry Niles, West 
Willie, Charles Neal, Warren Sparks. There 
were on the boat and barge 200 floats, 187 
corks, twelve life preservers aud seven good 
skifie with twenty-eight oars. The boat left 
Diamond Blof at 7:40 a. m., with II passen- 
ere; Trenton at 8:30, with 22 more. and Red 
Vins at 10 with ll4from that point; total, 147 
passengers. 

Ase the boat was about to return from 
make City there were two ladies from the 
steamer Wandererand eight men from the 
steamer Undine who wished to take passage 
to Red Wing on the steamer Sea Wing. There 
were ten men who were residents of Lake 
City,who wanted to go to Red Wing, who came 
u board; thus the list would have been about 
175, but some few whocame down onthe ex- 
cursion failed to get back before the boat left 
Lake City, hence the number of pas- 
sengers was under 175. The boat left 
Lake City at8o’clock and proeeeded up the 
lake about five mlles. When the storm struck 
the boat it was completely and instantly over- 
turned. Capt. Wethern was at the wheel ana 
did al in his power to keepthe boat headed 
into the wind and remained in the pilot-bouse 
until completely submerged, then broke 
through the side and succeeded in escaping 
toshore. The engineer stood at his post until 
the water filled the engine- room and then 
made his escape. When the boat upset 
there was no water in her bull and nothing 
but the force of the wind upset her. The 
barge was not cut loose until the steamer cap- 
sized and then only to save it from being 
swamped. The boat was built at Diamond 
Biuff, was only 8 years old, was all built 
throughout, machinery and all. The boat’s 
tonnage was 109.55 tons. The crew were all 
men and uncerstood their business. No 
liquors were on board and none of the crew 
drank a drop that day and, moreover, noneof 
the crew were drinking men. When the boat 
left Lake City the storm seemed to have 

assed and the crew deemed it safe to start.

A SUBTERRANEAN STREAM

The drill went toa 
depth of 40 feet and passed 
through several feet of water, at about 35 feet, 
itis said, when the movementof the water 
could be distinctly heard through the hollow 
drill. How great the volume, the driller 
could not say but that there was considerab! 
water at that depth and that it moved 
they are positive. The sewers in the locality 
are but six to ten feet below the surface of the 
street, and being comparatively new are still 
in good condition. he lot, before it was 
filled in, was not more than eighteen 
to W feet below the present 
grace of ashington avenue, and though 
the pond which was in the lot nearly all the 
year round was always fresh, the owners can- 
not remember that it flowed or was fed by 
aspring. The parties making the test feared 
to build upon the eround while an 
apparently running stream was rushing 
through unknown cavities beneath and they 
suggested that piles be driven. For two weeks 
men have been driving huge logs into the 
ground and will be at work there for several 
weeks. About five hundred logs from 25 to 30 
feet long will be sunk and when these are 
sawed off even with the trenches three feet of 
concrete will be piled on top of them and the 
masonry will be built upon the concrete.

No better proof of the existence of water 
under the ground at this point could be de- 
sired than the presence of water around the 
top ofthe plles on the surface of the ground. 
Some parts of the lot are so dry the ground 
is cracking upon, while in the soutbeast 
corner the groundis wet and pools can be 
seen around the piles near the surface. 

Phat a running stream should be discov- 
ered coursing through the'city under ground 
is not surprising when it is known that there 
are at least four sink holes in the city 
that drain large territories, and 
no one knows where the water 
or sewerage that flows into them goes. There 
is one on Western St. Louis avenue, another 
on Wisconsin avenue on the property of Mrs. 
Mary Boyce, and one very large one near 
Kirk wood, which drains an immense territory. 
None of these mysterious openings have been 
explored nor has their presence been ex- 
plained. On the Meremac River, directly 
west of St. Louis, a number of springs form a 
stream of no small volume, which flows on 
the surfacefor a small distanceand disap- 
pears in the earth again, only to reappear 
half a mile further away.

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HUGH L. HUNEKE HOME. 


ANOTHER OF THE MYSTERIOUS FISHING 
PARTY RETURNS TO THE CITY. 


He Visits Dr. Finney’s Wife This Morning 
A Belief That He Came From the Hnus- 
band aed That the Whele Party Are 
Now in St. Louis—Developments in This 
Peculiar Case. 


Another member of the quartette who have 
created so much excitement by their mysteri- 
ous absence from the city has put in an ap- 
pearance here. It is Hugh L. Huneke, the 
bright, particular star of the constellation. 
Huneke’s return is generally considered to 
be more important than that of 
any of the other members of the 
quartette, as he ls the only one of them who 
is accused of being guilty of any offence for 
which he could be prosecuted criminally. He 
is accused of embezzling money from his em- 
ployer, Mr. Maloney, who keeps a restaurant 
in Union Market, and also with bis being 


short in bis accounts with Damon Lodge, 


Knights of Pythias, of which he was treasurer. 

This morning Huneke called upon Mrs, 
Finney, the wife of Dr. A. Gordon Finney, 
with whom be disappeared. He remained in 
conversation with her for some time, and an 
hour or two after he left she went out.

Finney and told the liatter’s wife where 


she could see her husband, and that when 
Mrs. Finney left home it was to see her worst 
half.

4 — are all in the city, and have 
been since Tuesday morning. 
HUNEKE’S ACCOUNTS. 

Huneke has not yet squared his accounts 
either with Mr. Maloney, his employer, or 
Damon Lodge. He wrote Mr. Maloney a few 
days ago that he would see him and explain 
everything. 80 far he has failed 
to materialize, however. Ever since Mr. 
Maloney read ofthe return of Dr. Finney and 
Mrs. Livingstone in the POST-DISPATCH yes- 
terday, be has been convinced that 
the whole party must have got 
back here together Tuesday morning 
and that they were all quartered at some 
smal! hotel or out of the way place in the city 
and were keeping their identity secret. That 
Mrs. Livingstone is still in the 
city is indicated by the i fact that 
she sent a note yesterday afternoon to Mr. E. 
Seymour at Hurst's Hotel. It did not pass 
through the malls, but was delivered by a 
man who left word that he would return at 
6 o’clock to get an answer in person 
from Mr. Seymour. He did not return at 
that hour, however, and the note still re- 
mains unanswered. It is believed thatthe 
bearer of the note was either 
Dr. Finney or Huneke, and that Mrs. Liv- 
ingstone is stillin the city. Mr. Seymour is 
an elderly gentieman whom Mrs. Livingstone 
bas made something of a confidant of and 
whose sympathy she has to a certain extent 
gained. While he places no faith in the mis- 
sion on which the party claim to have gone, 
he says be believes she is thoroughly sincere 
in it herself. 

HUNEKE’S LETTER. 

It was expected that Huneke would either 
be present himself or send a representative to 
the meeting of Damon Lodge, Knights of 
Pythias, held last night, andthathe would 
straighten up his aceounts with them. He 
disappointed the lodge members, however, 
as be was neither present in person or by 
proxy. The following letter from him to one 
of the members was read: 

GRAFTON, III., July 14, 1890. 


Mr. : 
DEAR BROTHER—I am more than sorry to 
know of my trip. also to notice that I am 
shortin my accounts with Damon Lodge. I 
can not account for such notoriety. My trip 
is purely business, which am un- 
able to tell just at present, but will in avery 
short time.

Although it had been stated that Huneke’s 
friends had raised the money to make good 
his shortage to the lodge and to Mr. Maloney, 
80 as to prevent an arrest and prosecution, 
as the lodge received no notification of any 
such contemplated action they decided to 
notify the Grand Lodge of his 
shortage and they will proceed to adjust mat- 
ters with the Fidelity & Casualty Co., who 
are on his bond. Dr. Louis Bauer presented 
a petition too for Mrs. Finney, asking for 
enough money to take herself and children 
back to her parents in Baltimore. The lodge 
refused to grant the request for the present. 


THE RIVER MYSTERY, 


A Medical Man Reports to the Pelice That 
One of the Hands Belonged te Him. 


Two mutilated human arms, found in the 
river, one on Monday at the foot of Convent 
street and the other Tuesday, five miles below 
the city, formed the groundwork for a de- 
cidedly sensational murder mystery yester- 
day morning. The mystery is now almost 
wholly explained. 

The arm found at the foot of Convent street 
had been scientifically severed from the body 


near the elbow. This fact strengthened the 
theory of foul play. This morning, however, 
a prominent physician living in the western 
part of the city made his ap- 
pearance at the Morgue and made a 
statement, which nipsthe sensation in the 
bud. This medical man isthe possessor of a 
skeleton, perfect in every particular until 
some months ago, whenthe right hand be- 
came detached and was lost. Even sinceghat 
time the doctor has tried to get a goo ight 
arm amputation from some of the 5 
colleges. About four weeks ago he s@ured 
the desired member and bore it to his office. 
Placing it in * littie wooden box 
he heaped a quantity ofstrong wood ashes 
about the member and set the box on nie rear 
porch to awaitthesiow action of nature’s 
chemleals. It now developes that some three 
weeks later a negro scavenger called at the 
doctor’s office and commenced to remove the 
ashes from a box inthe alley. The small 
box on the porch was an eyesore to 
the new servant girl and she im- 
proved the opportunty to get it out 
of the way by dumping the contents into the 
ash cart. In this way the arm found its way 
into river, and the medical man is stillin 
search of aright arm amputation for hie skel- 
eton. N 

The left hand and arm which Bernard Healy 
of Carondelet reported finding in the sand on 
the river bank below Quarantine has not yet 
materialized. Officers sent to the spot which 
Healy located failed to find any such member. 
In the light of the West End doctor’s story, 
however, there can be no connection between 
the two arms in the event that Healy’s state- 
ment should be substantiated.

Origin ef the Trouble Between Barnwell 
County Whites and Blacks. 


COLUMBIA, 8. C., July 17.—The story of the 
race warin Barnwell County, as telegraphed 
here, does not justify the excited tales that 
reached here yesterday. Only two whites 
have been seriously wounded, and 80 
far only one negro has been killed. 


The trouble is near Kearse and the whites of 
that vicinity, who are well organized, have 
been reinforced by fifteen men from Grahan, 
twenty - ve from Bamberg and smaller com- 

anies from elsewhere. As the story is told 

ere, there weeks agoa party of young 
farmers, including the Kearses and the 
Chittys, had afishfry on Three-Mile Creek 
near Kearse. While the men were out on the 
bank eating their fish several negroes, among 
them Pink Priester, took oat one or two of 
the boats. On their return Priester answered 
remonstranoces of the fish fryers with abuse. 
Robert Kearse struck Priester with a whip. 
The negro knocked him down and séverely 
injured bim. Kearse’s friends went 
to his assistance and the negroes 
decamped. That night the fishing party went 
to Priester’s house to arrest him. He was 
not to be found and the searchers as they re- 
tired were fired upon. Robert Kearse, J. O. 
Kearse, P. M. Kearse, J. J. Kearse, Frank W. 
Chitty and Henry W. Ohitty were slightly 
wounded. The fire was returned, but with no 
result. 

It was learned that Henry Carter was the 
leader of the negroes who fired on the search - 
ers, and Tuesday a posse went to his house 
for him. He was not there, and the posse 
went to Henry Grant’s house, where he was 
said to be. A volley was fired at them as 3 
approached. One ball lodged in J, . 
Kearse’s brain, and another in W. W. 
Creech’s right hip. The whites fired into the 
house killing Henry Grant, who was trying to 
get out ot a window. His breast wes filled 
with bullets. 

Carter has fied, though itissaid that be is 
trying to incite the negroes of the neighbor- 
ing communities to support his friends at 
Kearse. J. J. Kearse will die, but Mr, 
Creech will recover. .

INDIGNANT DENIALS. 


OFFICERS OF THE MECHANICS’ EXCHANGE 
REPLY TO THE COMBINE CHARGE 


They Say the Statements of Messrs. McCor- 
mack and Russell That They Are Dis- 
criminating Against Local Dealers in 
Building Supplies is Absurd—Why the 
Circular Was Sent Out by Secretary 
Walsh. 


The charge made by J. B. MeCormack, edl- 
tor of a local building journal, and Mr. P. Rus- 
sell of the Parker-Russell Manufacturing Oo. 
that there isa combine in the Mechanics’ 
Exchange which discriminates against local 
dealers and manufacturers of bulld- 
ers’ supplies in favor of outsiders has 
caused something ofa ripple among the Ex- 
change builders. They deny the charge and 
say thatthe persons who gave it utterance 
spoke without a knowledge of the 
facts. The Mechanics’ Exchange has a mem- 
bership of over three hundred, including 
representatives of every branch of the 
building business, as well as builders’ 
supplies. At the noon gathering of builders 
at the Exchange to-day the statements of 
Messrs. McCormack and Russell, published 
in the Post-DISPATCH, were discussed bya 
number of the members. 

MR. MULCAHEY’S STATEMENT. 

Ex-President Patrick Mulcahey said:‘ “There 
is not a particle of truth in the claim that a 
combine exists in this institution. The in- 
terests represented here are too diversified to 
permit of anything of the kind. Every branch 
of the building business is represented here 
and the dealers in ouilding supplies 
also have their representatives on the mem 
bership roll. 
give us the best figures as a matter of course, 
because it is our interest to 
do 80. When we give estimates 
for work we have them on the lowest bids we 
receive from the sub-contractors. Ifan out- 
side dealer in supplies bids under a local 
dealer to any extent and furnishes as good 
an article it is our Interest to give him the 
contract. This, however, does not happen 
often. The claim that there is a combine in 
the Mechanics’ Exchange to discriminate in 
favor of outside dealers is too absurd to per- 
mit of serious consideration.

- WILL CAPITAL STAND IT? 0 

Ever since the full purport and scope of 
the Lodge election bill became known 
there has been a strong undercurrent of 
hostile feeling toward it among Northern 
men who are interested in business vent- 
ures in the South. This feeling has hith- 
erto manifested itself in fitful protests 
here and there and in an occasional re- 
minder that the political is not the onlx 
agpect of the Southern question. But 
these protests and reminders are growing 
in force and volume. The economic as- 
pect ofthe Southern question is coming 
into view in a way that must be very dis- 
concerting to the prime movers in 
LopGr’s scheme to promote discord. 
They are learning what is to them, per- 
haps, an astonishing fact—that the 
Southern States are the fleld of industrial 
activity. The old South, whose one indus- 
trial method was the application of a nig- 
ger to a cotton field, has been trans- 
formed into a new South with all the 
complex activities of the most advanced 
industrial States. Thisisno news, but it is 
quite likely that it was unknown to many 
of the Republican leaders until they were 
forcibly reminded of the fact by the cho- 
rus of warnings which is now breaking 
on their ears. 

Of course this alone would not deter 
men like Regep and CHANDLER. The pur- 
pose of the Lodge bill is to perpetuate 
Republican rule and establish bossism, 
and ReEp and CHANDLER are too devoted 
to party gto allow such considerations to 
influence them. But the purpose of the 
Republican party is to see that in all leg- 
islation the ‘‘interests of capital are fully 
conserved.’’ Only by being faithful to 
this purpose does it fulfill the law of its 
being. No legislation for us, no fat for 
you,” isthe ultimatum of the protected 
interests. And here the party finds itself 
at cross purposes. Granting that the 
Lodge bill would accomplish its purpose 
and fix the party in power for an in- 
definite term, it suddenly comes out that 
the discord it will inevitably produce 
would put an end to all industrial 
ventures and that the men most 
heavily interested in these ventures are 
among those who are the beneficiaries of 
legislation which they have bought with 
liberal subscriptions to campaigu funds. 
Philadelphia alone has $50,000,000 invested, 
most of itin Virginia. Pittsburg is heavily 
interested in Alabama, while a number of 
United States Senators—notably Mr. 
SHERMAN—have large investments in va- 
rious parts of the South. 

In short, this method of perpetuating 
protection is going to cost more than it is 
worth. Although a few days ago it 
seemed probable that the Republican 
Senators would try to force the bill 
through in Rrep’s highwayman fash- 
ion, it is clear that some of 
them feel an influx of hesitation. The 
bosses madea miscalculation, and when 
the blunder is fully realized the bill may 
be dropped at the bidding of those in 
whose interest it was framed. 

** THERE is not a section or a line in the 
entire bill which will open a market for 
“another bushel of wheat or another barrel 
of pork,’’ writes Secretary BLAINE con- 
cerning the McKinley bill. Come, Mr. 
BLAINE, you should deal gently with Mc- 
KINLEY. He really did not know that it 
was necessary or desirable that a market 
should be opened for American products, 
He has heard so much about our magnifi- 
cent home market that he thought it only 
necessary to close it tight to other nations 
in order to make prosperity spread her 
white wings over the land; in fact, he 
thought the highest statesmanship con- 
sisted in closing all markets. He needs 
careful schooling into this idea about 
market opening. 

One of the effects of the Lodge bill will 
be to replace a number of the present 
tepresentatives in Congress with members 
counted in by the Reed machine. The 
Southern representation in the pres- 
ent House is noteworthy for its 
high character and great imtelli- 
gence. The education and intelligence 
of the South find voice through 
its best men. If the Lodge bill is finally 
enacted a notable lowering in the tone and 
oharacter of the House may be looked for. 
But this is precisely what is wanted by 
Quay and Rrep, who know that igno- 
rance is more easily manipulated than 
intelligence. 
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Tne Bebring Sea war bubble appears to 
have been thoroughly punctured. The 
British warships which gathered at Vic- 
toria were collected for the purpose of 
saluting a new admiralin command and 
will depart peacefully on their various 
pursuits. The Canadian sealers have not 
been armed tothe teeth, and their own- 
ers have no notion of resisting the United 
States. The country may settle back to 
its regular summer occupation of keeping 
cool and calmly await the odtcome of 
negotiations. Nothing more etartling 
than a Blaine political rocket may be ex- 
pected from the seal fisheries. 
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Mr. WHARTON BaRKER of Philadelphia 
says he is deluged with letters om Re- 
publicans commending him for turning 
his back on QuaYand coming out in sup- 
port of PatTison. Reform within the 
party being found impossible, they pro- 
pose to reform it from without. They 
have the sympathy of all right-minded 
people, but it isnot likely that they will

‘The only course left for its decent mem- 
bers is to abandon it altogether.

PROBABLY the struggle over the pro- 
posed changein the Senate rules will be 
even more bitter and prolonged than was 
the struggle in the House. But it is not 
likely that Rexzp will succeed in imposing 
his methods upon tiat body. In the 
Lower House there were no rules at the 
beginning of the session and the Speaker 
had a convenient refuge behind parlia- 
mentary usage, which on that occasion 
was another name for the Speaker’s will. 
In the Senate, however, which is a con- 
tinuous body, a change of the rules can 
be brought about only ‘according to the 
rules, and if the Democrats avail them- 
selves of their privileges they can prob- 
ably defeat the attempt.

Ir is growing more and more evident 
that the Republican Senators will allow 
the foroe bill to go over until the next 
session of Congress. Some of them are 
honestly opposed to the bill on principle, 
while a few have business interests in the 
South which they rightly fear would 
suffer ‘detriment from so corrupting a 
measure.

SISTERS OF TRE VIFITATION CONVENT 
MAKE A $82,000 PURCHASE 


Ther New Academy to Ocenpy the Bieck 
Bounded by Minerva, Page, Hemiiten 
and De Hodiameat Avenues—M. A. 
Weit Selle te a Mysterious Buyer for 
$2,000 Less Than He Might Have Had. 


The Sisters of the Visitation Convent, located 
on Cass avenue, have developed into real es- 
tate operators of considerabie magnitude, and 
in their efforts to secure anew site for their 
academy have become possessed of two very 
valuable pieces of suburban property, one of 
which they will now dispose of, and evidently 
at a oO round profit, as the place which they 
will sell bas greatly increased ln value since 
they bought it for $43,280 October 30, 1888. 

Their latest acquisition, the site which they 
will undoubtedly improve för their new inst!- 
tution, embraces very nearly the entire block 
bounded by Puge avenue on the south, 
Minerva on the north, Hamilton on the east 
and De Hodiamont on the west. The pur- 
ehase of the greater bulk of this ground was 
consummated yesterday, $32,000 or 
about $20 a foot, being the considera- 
tion for it. Mary C. G. Miller 
was the granton, and her representative, Ed 
gor Miller, says the ground conveyed has a 
frontage of about 850 feet by adepth of 240 on 
the south side of Minerva extending east 
from De Hodiamont, and another piece in the 
same block fronting about 750 feet by a depth 
of 227% on the north line of Page, commencing 
at De Hodiamont also and continuing east. 
According to these figures the sisters 
have acquired in round numbers 
1,600 feet of the Miller property. 
The exact dimensions, however, are not 
given. Mr. Miller says the dimensions are 
somewhat greater than what he has named, 
but that the price paid is a little over $204 
foot. That is certainly a good round figure 
for ground in that locality, much the highest 
price in fact that has yet been pald for any 
large paresl in that territory, but the sale 
shows how values are increasing out that 
way. The eastern portion of this block is 
high and well situated, but the west- 
ern portion takes a rapid descent 
from the crown of the hill into the valley 
traversed by the Narrow Gauge Kallway. The 
property conveyed by Mary C. G. Miller to 
the Sisters does not extend to Hamilton ave- 
nue to within 100 feeton the Minerva avenue 
line, but it is understood that the Sisters have 
acquired that corner also, and that “yf have 
aise bought the 30 feet atthe corner of Page 
and Minerva avenues, in the same 
biock, with a frame house on it, 
for $8, 000. This being true the 
sisters bave yet to buy the filty feet adjoining 
the dweiling site on Page avenue, and it is 
said that they are now negotiating for it, their 
desire and expectations being to have the ex- 
clusive ownership of the entire block.

As yet 
mo architect has been engaged ‘to make 
Plans, but work on a design will be 
commenced shortly. This will be very agree- 
able news to Cabanne place property owners, 
several of whom serionsiy objected to the 
location ofa convent inthe midst of a resi- 
dence place selected by them and handsomely 
improved for homes. The property owned by 
the sisters, which they want to sell, is also 
well improved with sewers, teiford streets 
and granitoid walks.

A MOTHER’S TERRIBLE GRIEF.

GIVES SOME VALUABLE ADVICE. 
— — — — 


©Onuses of Canine Disenses—Ignorance eof 
the Proper Methods ef Feeding and Car- 
ing for Degs the Chief Reason fer Illness 
Hon a Puppy Sheuld Be Fed—The 
Proper Diet for Adult Dogs. 


From the New York Herald. 

Much of the sickness occurring among dogs 
is due to ignorance as to the proper method 
of feeding and caring for them. 

After an experience of tweive years in the 
treatment of canine diseases, having made 
this a specialty to the exclusion ofall other 
branches of veterinary medicine and surgery 
and occupying the position of veterinarian to 
many of the leading kennel clubs in this 
country, I feel qualified to give to those read- 
ors of the Herald who are dog lovers and dog 
owners afew simple hints which may be of 
value to them. 

One of the most important things to be con- 
sidered in the care of a dog is his feeding. The 
Same general rule may be observed in the 
feeding of dogs, no matter what breed they 
may belong to, though the character and 
quantity of the food should differ somewhat 
accord ing to the breed of the dog and the use 
to wie he is put. 

Small house or pet dogs certainly do not 
require the same amount of nutrition that 
hunting dogs do, asin the former there is lit- 
tle waste of tissue, while in the latter, from 
the violent character of the exercise he un- 
derzoes while at work, there is great waste of 
tissue, which must necessarily be supplied 
through the diet. 

One genersl rule may be observed in the 
feeding of all pupnies, no matter what may be 
their breed, fromthe time of their weaning 
wntil they reach the age of maturity, which 
Varies somewhat according to breed. For 
instance, the smaller breeds, such as toy ter- 
riers and pet dogs, mature at the age of about 
fifteen months, whereas the larger breeds, 
euch as mastifisand St. Bernards, are hardly 
thoroughly matured at the age of two years. 

THE PROPER FOOD FOR PUPPIES. 

Puppies are usually weaned at theage of 
five or six weeks. For about three weeks 
after that time it is advisable to keep them 
almost execiusively on a milk diet, allowing a 

little stale bread which may be broken in the 
milk, which should always be well boiled, 
as sweet milk unbolled not only. en- 
genders worms, but also ie liable to cause se- 
rious iooseness in the bowels, owing to the 
marked difference between the cow’s milk and 
that furnished by the puppy’s mother. The 
former lacks the sugar of milk which strongly 

redominates in the mother’s milk. 
matter the third week soup may be allowed, 
miso asmall quantity of well cooked meat, 
chopped fine. As the character of the pup- 

y’s stomach changes so must his food, The 

est soup is beefor mutton broth. From this 
time on vegetabie diet may be gradually in- 
troduced. 

The old, fallacious idea of feeding puppies 
On milk and meal has long since been avan- 
doned by the best informed breeders. 

For as the dog is by nature carnivorous I 
consider he requires some meat diet to enable 
him to enjoy perfect health and strength, and 
it is especially requisite that while a puppy is 
growing he should be provided with such food 
as will make bone and muscle. We frequently 
find defective nutrition inthe bone struct- 
ure, Causing what is commonly termed rick- 
ets, which is made evident by crooked limbs 
and eniarged joints. This malady may be 
prevented by giving inthe food carbonate 
and phosphate of lime, which are bone 
waking materials. 

From tbe age of six weeks to one year pup- 
Pies should be fed not less than three times 
Gaily. Thereafter twice a day is sufficient, 
feeding lightly in the morning and making 
their evening meal the chief one, as digestion 
goes on much better in a dog while at rest 
than in action. 

FOOD FOR GROWN DOGS. 

No dog in health can be fed better than from 
the scrapings from the table, whereby he gets

uns manufactured as dog food, as they can- 
mot possibly contain vegetable diet and be 
preseryed, and as they contain considerable 
cornmeal, and as they ure forced to undergo 
@ great amount ot heat to preserve them, it 
does not stand to reason that they can possess 
the same amount of nutrition and variety as 
food obtained fresh froin the table. 

A pet dog of course requires a smail amount 
of feod ce:apared with that needed by a hunt- 
ing Gog. The latter may be allowed all the 
meat they can consume while they are at 

Work, for in no animal is the waste of tissue 
60 rapid as in this dog. 

Adog taken into the field in the morning 
bomparatively fat willreturn at nigbt after a 
hard day’s work showing a loss in weight of 
between three and five pounds, enough to 
make the animal appear thin. 

HINTS ABOUT KENNELS. 

Another important cause of iliness in dogs 
ie the bad sanitary condition of their kennels 
most prevaient in large breeding estabiish- 
mments where a great num ber of dogs are bud- 
died together in 4 small space. 

To begin with, kenneis should be kept 
scrupulously clean and disinfected as fre- 
quently asis necessary, which is probably 
once ortwice a week. I consider the most 
effective germicide to be a solution of bi- 
ehieride of meraury. 

ennels sheuld be located on high, dry 
und baving proper drainage, as dampness 
apt to cause rheumatism. 

Doge should at all times have access to 
fresh, cool water. 

As a summer bedding nothing is better than 
cedar or pine shaving®, as fleas do not take 
kindly to the odors of these woods. 

wiar exercise of at least two hours a day 
almost imperative to a dog’s weil being. 
ew if any dogsjkept in the city get this 
ammount of exercise, and are in consequence 
more liable to sickness than dogs kept in the 
eountry, especially those that are at liberty at 
all times. 

No dog should havea chain put on him be- 
fore he is one year of age, except sufficiently 
to chain-break him. A dog raised from pu p- 

heed onthe chain, whico isa direct con- 

jection to nature, will, vy pulling on the 
chain, combined with a lack of exercise, be- 
come fli-ehapen in limbs and body.

I want to warn you against its use, asl have 
frequently knowa it to cause death in a short 
time, it being. so violent in Its action that it 
will undoubtedly produce inflammation of the 
stomach and bowels. 

THE DISTEMPEKR. 

Distemper, which for many years was not 
understood, is similar to typhus fever ina 
human being, and doubtless thousands of 
dogs die annually frdm its ravages Owing to a 
lack of intelligent treatment. 

The general symptoms prevalent in distem- 
per area high fever, hacking cough, mucous 
discharge fromthe pose and mouth, thirst, 
chills, total loss of appetite, deranged condi- 
tion of bowéls and rapid emaciation. 

The general treatment consists in subduing 
the fever, rogulkting the stomach and bowels 
and toning upthe system generally, taking 
care not to subject the patient to cold or 
dampness, and giving him adiet hutritious 
and easily digested. In the event of a dog 
catching cold while suffering from the distem- 
per complication# are liable to arise, such as 
pneumonia, inflammation of the bowels, St. 
Vitus dance or brain trouble, indicated by 
convulsions. These complications, however, 
may sometimes occur without any apparent 
cause. 

MANGE. 

Mange isa parasitic disease. Dogs are 
affected with two varieties—the sarcoptic and 
the follicular. Mange in itself is strictly a 
cutaneous disease, the condition of the 
blood having no part in its development. 
There are, however, numerous forms of ecze- 
ma frequently confounded {with mange by tbe 
inexperienced. u fact itis often necessary 
that a microscopic examination be made of 
the skin to determine what the actual trouble 
is. 
As mange is a sKin disease, it requires only 
local treatment. Any wash that will destroy 
parasite life will cure mange. 

The surcoptic variety yields more readily to 
treatmen than the follicular, for im the iatter 
the parasite is more deeply seated, and is 
consequentiy more difficult to reach. 

One of the prevalent symptoms in both va- 
rieties is an intense itching, accompanied by 
the loss of hair. Inthe follicular the itching 
is not so great, but is accompanied by a fetid 
body smell. This variety is not so easily 
transmitted as the sarcoptic, though both are 
contagious and infectious. The same may 
also be said of distemper. 

Upon the first appearance of mange or dis- 
temper in a dog he should at once be quaran- 
tined, to prevent the spread of the disease. 

SKIN DISEASES. 

The different forme of eczema which, as I 
have mentioned, are frequently confounded 
with mange may arise from either an inflam- 
matory oran impoverished condition of the 
blood or derangement of the digestive ap- 
paratus. 

The presence of fleas in numbers will give 
rise to an Irritated condition of the skin, in- 
cident to the dog’s almost constant scratch- 
ing, sometimes causing sores and loss of hair 
to a certain exteht, and frequently leading 
the inexperienced to suspect the presence of 
mange. 

To write upon all of the many ills that dogs 
are subject to would be impossible in an 
article of this length, as dogs are affiicted with 
about as many ailments as the human race. 

I have thus far given to my readers a few 
simple hints for the care of dogs in health and 
in sickness. But one point more remains to be 
discussed, and that is the care of dogs that 
have met with some accident, such as the 
fracturing or dislocation of a limb. 

This point may be disposed of in one bit of 
advice. Whenever vou have need of any 
surgical treatment call in the servicesof a 
veterinary surgeon. This advice is founded 
upon my experience. I have bad hundreds of 
dogs broughtto meto undo, if possible, the 
work of some amateur surgeon. While a man 
may sometimes set, for instance, a fractured 
limb satisfactorily, the chances are ten to one 
that the operation will not be perfect, and as 
a result the dog carries the marks of his 
owner’s lack of skill w ith Dim te his grave,

Did you evex notice that man who goes 
about with a hat jammed on the back of bis 
head and hig handkerchief stuffed inside of 
his collar? Well, he is the identical man who 
invites a case of sunstroketo visit him. The 
philosophy of the case is very simple. Allof 
the blood from the head and brain flows away 
towards the heart through sf large veins in 
the frontof the neck and just beneath the 


skin. Stuffing the handkerchief inside of the 
collar presses upon these veins, dams them 
up, as it were, prevents the blood from es- 
caping from the brain, and asa result there 
soon follows a congestion, with violent head- 
ache, nervousness, turgid veins and reddened 
face, while the perspiration pours out and ag- 
gravates the poor unsuspecting victim of his 
own ignorance. When yousee one of your 
triends pull a soaked handkerchief from with- 
in his collar, hold it up to the breeze and 
gioat over it, gently remind him that the prac- 
tice is doing him no good. 

This is also Re season when the citizen 
Wein winter drinks beer to keep warm now 
imbibes the same beverage to keep cool, 
probably onthe assumption that it is a poor 
rule that won’t work both ways. Regarding 
summer drinks, I do not think iced drioks 
harmful if their use le begun gradually and 
tlie quantity and frigidity regulated accord- 
ing to the weather. Cold, fresh buttermilk is 
the drink for summer—not the old, stale stuff 
knownas ‘'Biue Jack,. but the good, fresh 
article. The acid of the milk is one of the best 
blood coolers we haye, and it also bas a most 
beneficial action on the internal economy, 
keeping under control much of the tendency 
to diarrhm@a, dysentery and other bowel in- 
filaminatory complaints which always follow 
the careless ingestion of half-ripeor over- 
ripe fruits and vegetables. 

A simple diet of light soups, rice and care- 
fully selected and prepared vegetabies and 
fruits, with a scarcity of anima! food, will 
carry any ordinary being through the bot 
season. Pepper is a condiment which is pecu- 
liarly adapted to the weather, as is evidenced 
by the experience of all tropical residents, 
yet our Northern people don’t take to it very 
kindly for some reason orother. Curry and 
pepper soup are two staples in the tropies, 
and I often got better results from a bowl of 
good pepper soup in some cases of bowel 
complaints than I did from medicine. *

COMPARING THE CENSUS. 


MAJ. WEIGEL’S ENUMERATION AND THE 
POLICE LISTS BEING EXAMINED. 


The Citizens’ Committee Will Abide by the 
Result—All They Ask Is te Have the City 
Treated Justiy—Kanusas City’s Third 
Count Dimirsishes Instead of Adding te 
the Census and the Citizens Are Dis- 
gusted. 


Pv Telegravh to the POST-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—The census 
comparison goes merrily on. It is being 
pushed with all the energy sixteen smart 
clerks can throw into it this weather. It is 
pretty well settied that the work will 
not be decided before the last 
day of the week. Messrs. Bell and 
Case are watching every point and urging the 
matter as much as possible. Superintendent 
Porter said that just assoon as the comparison 
was completed and he could ascertain what 
proportion of the names if any had 
been re-enumerated by the police, 
he would inform the press. The 
gentlemen interested are placing 


leonfidence in the Superintendent’s ear- 
nestness to have justice done the city of St. 
Louis and will not annoy Secretary Noble 
further on the subject. They do not care 
to presume on the Secretary’s friendship for 
hisown city to accomplish anything. All 
they ask is what they are justiy entitied to 
and they believe Supt. Porter wants the same 
thing, Maj. Brock, Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics, and Assistant Postmaster-General 
Clarkson are booked for eariy return to the 
capital. 


, Euumerators Happy. 


Maj. Weigel and his staff of enumerators 
are bappier to-day than for many days past. 
When the police undertook to go 
over a portion of the ground, 


the enumerators generally were 
grossly indignant, nominally on the ground 
that the informal recount by Maj. Harrigan’s 
men was an Insult to them but 
really because they feared their many 
times denied negligence would be 
clearly proved. They are rejoicing 
now because news comes from Washington 
that several of the names ieported dy the 
police as missed have been found on the 
enumerators’ schedules. There is no pretense 
that all the names have been found, but 
there have been sufficient duplications dis- 
covered to make the chances of a recount less 
bright than they were early in the week. 
What this amounts to 1s this. 
The police supplementary list con- 
tained over seventeen thousand 
names, and of these 5,000, and perhaps more 
also, are said to have appeared on the enu- 
merators’ schedules. The vindication is nota 
very complete one, and the census 
takers are surely welcome to it. If the 
olſjee could have gone on with the worka 
ew days longer there isnodoubt that they 
could have found at least 30.000 omissions. As 
itis, St. Louis will probably have to be con- 
tent with the adding of 5,000 or 6,000 to Maj. 
Weigel’s incorrect total, and the official 
censes will put the population at about 454,000. 
Capt. 8. N. Wylie, the well-known New Or- 
leans pilot, has hads home in St. Louls for 
over fifty-five years, but wasnot taken inthe 
census. Hesays among rivermen generally 
the impression that the census was miserably 
taken is general, none of them that he has 
met knowing anything about having been 
enumerated. 


Kansas City Disgusted. 


KaNSAS Crrr, July 17.—Kansas City is in 
sore distress over the outcome ofthe census 
enumeration, and despite the fact that there 
have been three courts, the city will have to 


go on record witha population of less than 
135,000. Thecity by the Kaw has indeed bad a 
high old time of it over the —— ot the 
census. When the work was inaugurafed the 
press and public made extravagant estimates 
ofthe population. When Supervisor Miller’s 
enumerators completed the canvass and the 
result became known, the indignation 
was great. The Supervisor and his 
deputies were roundly denounced. 
The Commercial Club then took 
up the agitation fora new count and organ- 
ized a bureau to gather the names alleged to 
have been overlooked. They were promised 
5 cents for every additional name and names 
began pouring in, but a stumbling block was 
experienced when Supervisor Miller insisted 
that every name would have to be 
returned under oath. The thousands 
of **uncounted’’ names then began 
dwindling and the Commercial Club aban- 
doned the matter with a feeling of supreme 
disgust. 

There was a big deficiency to bs supplied, 
however, and another seheme was contrived 
by the merchants and business men gener- 
ally, who conscientiously believed that the 
city had not been dealt with justiy. A recount 
was demanded in twenty-four of the most 
populous districts and granted. New enumer- 
ators were about to be employed when Special 
Agent Aicott of the Census Bureau came on 
from Washington and vetoed this arrange- 
ment, insisting on the employment of 
the old anes.

They are enraged. he enumerators, who 
have been unmercifully criticised, do not 
appear to be depressed to any areat extent. 


New York’s Official Census. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 17.—Supt. Porter 
of the Census Office to-day completed the of- 
cial rough count ef the population of the 
city of New York. The result shows a 
population of 1,613,501, which is an increase 
of about 25.4 per cent during the last decade. 
The population according to the cén- 
sus of 1880 was 1,206,299, an increase 
of 28 per cent. The increase from 1860 to 1870 
Was 17 percent. The Superintendent of the 
Census says that this is the first and only 
estimate ofthe population of New York City 
whioh has been made by the Census Bureau 
officials.

A RARE MAN, 


A London Journalist Possessed ef Wonder- 
ful Powers. 


From the Nineteenth Century. 


This gentleman had not his equal in Europe 
| during the whole of a long career; nor has 
anyone neared bim since. He was not a very 
capable writer in the literary sense, I believe; 
but I have seen letters of his fifteen or twenty 
lines, with the whole pith of a policy in each, 
together with full suggestions for its com- 
plete devolopment. I speak without exag- 


géeration, but not re- 
turn of the wonder in 
the same line of business myself) with which 
I viewed those amazing little papers of in- 
struction. Now, the clearness of view, the 
firm, pouncing grasp, above all the prompt 
discernment of essentials, which these briefs 
betrayed, are among the most useful o/ all 
editorial qualities. But there are others 
much more rare and not so easily accounted 
for. Just as there are men who are able to tell 
before they lift their heads from their pillows 
ofa morning which way the wind is blowing, 
so there are a few apparentiy who, 
without moving a mile from home 
or talking with a dozen men, or any 
ravening study of private letters and 
publie journals, feel in themselves every 
change and portent of change in the current 
of common thought. ‘‘Feel it in them- 
selves,’’ that is probably the account of it 
which they would render, with the addition 
that, though for a while they hesitated to rely 
upon their own barometrica! indications, ex- 
perience soon gave them a confidence that 
was rarely disturbed by mistake. To the 
statesman this is an invaluable quality. With- 
out it hie wisdom is sorely crippled; indeed, 
it is doubtful whetber any Minister can be- 
come truly great and successful in a country 
like ours if this one littie gift of genius bas 
been denied him. It is of precisely the same 
importance to the newspaper editor and no 
newspaper editor ever had it in greater full- 
ness or moge perfect readiness than Mr. Dee 
lane, though one ortwo of bis predecessors 
seem to have shared it largely. 


Maj. Wissmann. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Reichskommissar Hermann Wissmann was 
born in 1853 at Frankfurt-on-the-Oder. From 
his earliest youth he bad a great desire to 
travel and devoured alithe books he could 


find about foreign countries. In 1873 he 
entered the German army, but thelife of a 
soldier did not satisfy him and he still 
dreamed of travels. A few years later he met 
Dr. Pogge, and having heard from that 
celebrated explorer about the lands that 
remained to be explored in Central Africa, 
he offered his services to the Afrikanische 
Geselischaft in Berlin, which was then organ- 
izing an expedition to Central Africa. He was 
promised the post of geographer to the ex- 
pedition if he could get leave of absence from 
his military duties; and this having been 
granted, he set out with Dr. Pogge for Africa 
in 1880. Hereturned to Germany in 1883 and 
was welcomed as the first German who had 
ever crossed the Dark Continent. 

Towards the close ofthe same year he was 
chosen to lead an expedition at the expense 
of the King ot the Belgians, the 
object of which was to discover the basin 
ofthe River Congo. He returned to Africa, 
and there, on the way between Dondo 
and Malange, met his old friend Dr. 
Pogge, who had suffered untold harships ia 
the interior, amd who was reduced to a mere 
skeleton. Dr. Pogge died in Paulo de Loanda 
in 1884, to the great grief of Capt. Wissmann. 
Tie two men loved each other like brothers, 
und had the same interests. After Dr.Pogge’s 
death, Capt. Wiesmann led the expedition to 
the Congo, and discovered the basin of the 
river. But he broke down in bealth, and was 
obliged to go to Madeira, where he spent two 
months in idleness. 

In 1887 he returned to Germany, and in the 
following year he was made commander of 
the Schutzrappen, or rather, received com- 
mands to organize an army of biacks in order 
to drive the Arabs away from the German 
colonies on the east coast of Africa. He ar- 
rived in Zanzibar in March, 1889, with a staff 
of fifty Germans, and from that time till May, 
1890, he has been engaged in quieting the 
coast and in carrying fear into the hearts of 
Arab leaders. Before his arrival the Arabs 
said thatthe Germans were ‘‘wadogo dogo,’’ 
namely, of no importance, but now they 
seem to think differently. 

On the 5th of last December, it will be re- 
membered, Maj. Wigsmann received Stanley 
and Emin Pasha at Bagamoyo, and it was at 
the dinner which he gave in their honor that 
Emin Pasha fell out of the window. 

The Germans are very proud of Maj. Wiss- 
mann, and think him only second to Stanley. 
He has been made Major and Reichskommis- 
sar by the Kaiser and further honors are said 
to be in store for him. But his bealth is shat- 
tered and it will probably be some time before 
he can return to Africa.

THE FAD FOR SPOONS, 


New Desigus Which Prove the Skill of the 
Modern Silversmith. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

One of the daintiest fancies for birthday gifts 
is a collection of ‘‘Harlequin’’ spoons. Al- 
ready the large manufacturers have recog- 
nized the fad, and are making a targe number 
of quaint designs for this purpose which are 
sold singly. The value of such a collection 
rests in the fact that they are gifts from 
friends and consequently are all dit- 


ferent—as it is desirable that the 
spoon should have a characteristic design 
of its own representing the taste of the giver. 
A coffee spoon cosis from 31 to $1.50, unless it 
is an elaborate Russian enamel, when it would 
represent a value of $2 or$3 inextra work. 
The same amounts of money are often thrown 
away in trashy birthday gifts, which last but 
for the hour, but such presents as these rep- 
resent a genuine value, for spoons are spoons 
whatever their design. The old Medici de- 
sign (the handle surmounted by the capped 
head and peaked nose of the chiefof the 
famous family); Queen Anne designs; 
early English patterns, gothic in idea; an 
Louis XIV. designs with much polished sur- 
face bordered by the rococo scroll, are all 
among the elaborate patterns in spoons. There 
are also Japanese patterns, classic designs; 
Moor ish silver, like that shown by Tiffany in 
his exhibit at the late Paris Exposition; the 
enameled Russian silver, etc. 

The flower designs in spoons are especially 
beautiful. The Japanese chrysanthemum, 
the national flower of that Eastern empire, is 
one ofthe most graceful designs for spoon 
handles, but a myriad other — are also 
used dy designers with excellent effect. The 
value of the harlequin spoons is enbanced by 
their being engraved on the back with the ini- 
tials of the givers combined with those of the 
owner. These gift spoons are usually coffee 
spoons. 

The souvenir teaspoon is another idea by 
which tourists recall the pleasant stopping- 
places in theirsummer traveis. These are 
not gift spoons. They are purchased by the 
fair traveler, each one ata different city, the 
name of the city being engraved on the back. 
Manufacturers have already in market spoons 
engraved with the names of different cities to 
meet this fad. Sometimes a qgharacteristic 
etehing follows the name. The Boston spoon 
has a little smoking pot of baked beans etched 
after the name of the city.

Substitute for Beef Tea, 


From the New York Tribune. 
Dr. Ris of Kloten emphatically recommends 
pea soap as a most serviceable substitute for 


beef tea in the case of invalids, conval- 
escents, and more especially for patients sut- 
fering from cancer of the stomach, or diabetes 
mellitus. The method he advises is take 
peas, water and asnffiicient amount of some 
soup vegetables, add M per cent of carbonate 
of soda, boiling the whole until the 
peas are completely  disin ated, the 
soup to stand until sedimentation is com- 

jete, and finally descant the fairly clear thin 
Ruld above the deposit. The product is stated 
to resembie a good meat soup in its taste, to 
be at least equally digestible, and, at the 
same time to surpass the very best meat soup 
in nutritive value. Im regara to the latter 
slaim, Dr. Ris states in — egg that peas 
—as well as beans or lentils, either of which 
may be used instead of peas—contain a on- 
siderable portion of legumen, thatis, a vege- 
table albumen, easily soluble in a faintly 
aikaline water, not coagulated by heat, readi- 
ly absorbed, and equal to the albumen of egg 
im nutritiousness.

REMARKABLE GROWTH OF THE LUMBER- 
ING INTERESTDUBING THE YEAR- 


— 
— 


Great Influx ef Northwesters Lumbermen 
and Increase in the Number of Sawmills 
—Advantages of Misseuri as a Timber 
State—Characteristics of the Forests and 
Timber. 


HE extent to which the 
lumber interest of this 
State has been developed 
within the present year is 
not at all appreciated by 
most people here, said 
Simon Runnles, formerly 
of™anistee, Mich., but at 
present a resident of 
Neosho, Mo. It is strange 
that the fine forests were 
neglected #0 long, but it is 
the fact that Missouri has 
thousands of acres of ex- 
cellent timber land that 
until recently were considered to be worth 
little or nothing, the wood on which is worth 
millions of dollars. Ihave beenin the lum- 
ber business for nearly forty years, having 
had experience in Maine, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan, and believe that at 
present for a man with a small amount of 
capital, Missouri offers better opportunities 
than any other State in the Union. 
A GROWING INDUSTRY. 

„All through the hilly regions adjacent to 
the Ozarks, especially in southern part of the 
State, there isan immense amount of excel- 
lent timber,as yet practically untouched, The 
country isadmirably suited for saw mills of 
small size, asthereare water courses every- 
where, and the transportation problem, 
always an importantone in broken country, 
can be very much simplified by the erection 
of cheap mills, whilethe numerous reilroads 
give access to St. Louls at alow rate of freight. 


A large numberof our Michigan men have 


seen the advantages offered and bave secured 
controlof thousands of acres of woodland, 
which they are preparing to work. I myself 
know of seventeen sawmiilis now in process of 
construction in the southern and southeast- 
ern portion ofthe State alone, and just over 


the line in Arkansas a great amount of land 
bas been taken up. Some of the most 
swampy and apparently valueless aistricts in 
both States are found on examination to con- 
tain excellent timber, and where sawmills 
cannot be cheaply operated, the railroads are 
inclined to give favorable rates 
to points where the trees can be 
turned into lumber. Of course for pine Mis- 
sour! is no such State as Michigan was, but 
the forests there have been pretty well cut 
off, with the exception of afew districts con- 
trolled by large corporations, and thousands 
of these formerly engaged in the lumber 
trade are seeking other flelds, among which 
Missouri is one of the favorite localities. 
ADVANTAGES OF MISSOURI LUMBER. 

**Missouri timber is not tall and straight 
and free from twists and knots, as is the case 
with that of some other States, but 
the wood possesses a pecullarly close 
and dense fiber, ana is tougher and 
more durable than that of the Michigan 
peninsula. This is peculiarly the case in the 
mountain regions. A plank of Missouri pine 
will outlast any that I know of, although it ts 
not likely to be either very broad or very 
long. Buta peculiar advantage is that there 
is no danger of the — being ex- 
hausted, as has been the case in the North- 
west. People exclaim against the improyi- 
dence of the lumbermen in cutting off all the 
timber and making no provisions for its re- 
newal, but as a matter of fact the fault is not 
nearly so much theirs as people are in the 
habit of supposing. 1 know that 1 
tried to raise trees on my land, 
and failed lamentably. It is probable that a 
carefully planned snd well executed system 
of forestry laws would do much toward re- 
placing the forests of the Michigan peninsula, 
but they will never replace themselves, no 
matter how long a rest they may be given. 

SUPERIORITY OF MISSOURI WOODLAND. 

**Why itis no one seems to know, but the 
second growth is almost entirely composed of 
scrub oak and other worthiess wood. The 
land that bas been left to recuperate gives no 
promise of ever bearing fine trees again. 
Large tracts in which an ax has not been 
swung for years are now mere thickéts, 
good for nothing on earth. Here in Missouri 
on the other hand the second growth, in re- 
gions where lumbering has been carried on, 
is better than the first, especially where pains 
haye been taken to burn off or otherwise de- 
stroy the underbrush. The new timber, hav- 
ing more room to grow. is taller and straighter 
and preserves the peculiar toughness of fiber 
characteristic of Missour!l wood. I used to 
doubt the accuracy of the claim made that 
Missouti pine was tougher than any other, 
but am convinced now that it was well 
founded. The mannerin which thesaws wear 
out is proof enough of this. Their life isathird 
less than that of saws used on Michigan tim- 
ber. But it is in hard woods thatthe greatest 
chance of development in this State lies. Not 
many are aware ifthe fact that St. Louis is 
the largest hard wood center in the country, 
but such isthe case. Its own resources have, 
however, scarcely been developed at all, a 
fact principally dueto the absence of saw- 
mills and the great expense of transporting 
rough timber. 

HARDWOOD FORESTS. 

This lack is fast being supplied and within a 
year, or, at most, eighteen months, the 
output of hardwood lumber from 
this State will be fully quintupled. 
Another advantage im lumbering iu 
this State js that cleared land is immediately 
available, if not for agriculture, then for 
grazing. Timber land bere is not timber land 
only, but a great portion of it makes a splen- 
did grazing ground, and many others are 
running sheep over the lands that we wiil cut 
atthe proper time, and are making a very 
handsome sum at it. Thug the influx of 
Northwestern timbermen is having a stimu- 
lating effect on the Missouri. -wool industry, 
which will be shown wher tbe next clip is 
made. The woodiand will be yearly dimin- 
ished, but the land will be taken for agricul. 
ture, and such as is not suited to that purpose 
will be kept as a forest.

THE SPRINKLING COMBINE STRIKE A RICH 
VEIN- 


How They Are Working the City for All 
They Can Get—They Hick on a $48 Re- 
daction on a $6,000 Bill—The Way It 
Was Deone—Mayor Noenan’s Candidates 
Getting Numereus. 


There is no recorded case of a successful 
burglary of the City Treasury, it is too well 
guarded and the risk is too great. The 
money, however, is extracted by other and 
safer means and nothing buta mild protest 
from the city is heard. A dispute over the 
payment of $48 bring to light a very pretty 
case of how things can be worked if they are 
only taken hold of systematically and carried 
through as planned. The situation requires a 
little explanation and a few facts and figures. 

Along inthe month of May six sprinkling 
districts let to Contractor Joseph were taken 
away from him and advertised again for re- 
letting. In the meantime it was necessary to 
do the sprinklingas usual, so arrangements 
were made whereby the city could hire carts 
andjhave the work done. The city didcjthisjand 
done. Thecity did this and now the result 
shows. The districts in question are Nos. 3, 
4, 10, 12, 18 and 14. 

Mr. Joseph’s contract prices would have 
made the entire cost for the month of June 
$1,944.24 as the following table shows:

The city was forced to hire carts and the 
only people they could get them from were 
the sprinklers who had failed to bid low 
enough to get the contracts. These gentie- 
men squared their accounts and paid off old 
scores in the most successful manner. 

The sprinklers put forward what is known 
as the committee, consisting of B. E. 


These three represented the combine, and 
were authorized to act for that organization. 
Mr. Bonner seemed to be the head of the trio, 
and calmly asked $10 a day, which the eity 
had the backbonetorefuse. Then Mr. Bonner 
put the price down to $5 a day for each cart. 
They put on as many carts as they could, and, 
when occasion offered, used them on adjoin- 
ing Cistricte at the expense of the city. The 
June account of the combine committee 
reads as follows:

It can be seen that the combine charged 
more money for sprinkling District No. 4than 
Joseph did for the entire six. 

The city put in a charge of $48.97 for fire- 
plug repairs inthe six districts and then the 
combine kicked. Mr. Bonner visits the Street 
Department and says that there is a littie 
mistake in the bill and that they will not 
stand the charge of $48.97 for fire- plugs dam- 
aged bytheir drivers, and claimed thatthe 
city was doing the work and should pay the 
bill. A consultation between Acting-Com- 
missioner Rauschenbach, President Burnet 
and Inspector Brown was held and it was de- 
cided that the sprinklers must stand the re- 
duction of $8.97. The eprinklers are making 
a great fuss about it and claim they are being 
robbed by the city, when they make $6,000 in 
a month with their forty carts. 


Unseemly Haste. 


Last Tuesday night the name of Mr. Mark A. 
Shipley was sent tothe Council by the Mayor 
as his fifth nomination for Street Commis- 


sioner. Why last Tuesday was selected has 
not been explained and the apparent haste 
shown by the Mayor has a. 8ignificance. 
The name of Mr. Gutherie was not disposed 
of wneu the name of Mr. Shipley was sent 
in so that there were two nominations before 
the Council at the same time. It was possible 
to take up the Gutbrie nomination and re- 
consider the vote at any time during the 
meeting of Tuesday night, 80 that the 
nomination heid until the Council 
adjourned. Fromthis it can be seen that 
there were two nominations beforethe Coun- 
cilatthe same time and that the Council 
could select either to act upon first. There 
may have been an understanding with the 
Councilmen whocould have brought about 
a reconsideration, bat if there was 
it was not known.

A CRIPPLE BURGLAR, 


James Franklin Pleads Guilty and Gets Five 
Years in the Penitentiary. 


James Franklin pleaded guilty to the charge 
of burglary in the second degree and larceny 
when arraigned in the Criminal Court yester- 
day evening, and was sentenced to five years 
in the penitentiary. Franklin isa crippled 


little negro, having lost one leg in an acci- 
dent. On the night of June 4 he, 
in coin vany with another negro 
named Joseph Brown, entered the 
residence of Herman Gemier on De Kalb 
street and stole a quantity of jewelry. Mr. 
Gemler was awakened and chased the men 
from the house. Franklin left his crutches 
and hobbled tothe stable of R. E. Lashear, 
three blocks away, and stole a horse, which 
he mounted and rodeaway. He was arrested 
in East St. Louis the following day, the stolen 
horse being found in his poasession. The case 
against Franklin and Brown for burglary in 
the first degree and larceny is yet pending. 

John Ambrose, a negro, was tried in the 
Criminal Court yesterday afternoon on the 
charge of burgiary in the second degree and 
larceny. A jury found him guilty as charged 
and fixed his punishment at imprisonment in 
the penitentiary for a term of eight years. 
Ambrose was indicted under the habitual 
criminal act, having been twice convicted of 
larceny in the St. Louis courts. On April 29 
Ambrose with Charles Richardson entered 
the tailoring establishment of J. D. Maguire, 
1114 Pine street, and stole a quantity of cloth- 
ing. Richardson is yet to be tried, having 
taken a severance in the case. 

This morning George Brown, who was 
jointiy indicted with the cripple, Franklin, 
for burgiary in the first degree in robbing Mr. 
Geimer’s residence, was allowed to plead 
guilty to the charge of burglary in the second 
degree. He was then sentenced to serve three 
years in the penitentiary. The second action 
against Franklin was nollie prossed. 

William Morris, alias Millis, alias Martin, 
this morning pleaded guilty tothe charge of 
burglary in the second degree and larceny, 
and will serve five years at Jefferson City. 
Mills is an old time thief and was indicted 
under the habitual criminal act, 
he having been twice convicted of 
theft in the Criminal Court. The offense for 
which the last indictment was returned was 
for breaking into the residence of Mrs. Ger- 
trude Meier, 437 South Seventh street, on the 
night of May 10 and stealing a gold ring, a 
gold watch and chain and $28in money. Muls 
preferred to take five years rather than go 
before a jury, which might have given him 4 
life sentence. 

Louisa Robinson, a young colored woman, 
was permitted to plead guilty to the charge of 
petit larceny. The defendant was indicted 
tor grand larceny. Sbe was employed asa 
chamber maid atthe Hotel Belvidere and on 
the morning of June 13, stole $150 in cash 
and negotiable papers of the value of $3,646. 
The property was owned by Heaury Rosinsky, 
a guest who left his room leaving it under 
the pillow of his bed. Officers Lawler and 
Desmond recovered everything which had 
been stolen and arrested the woman. A 
Work-house sentence will be imposed on the 
woman next Saturday morning.

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THE DAIRY INDUSTRIES. 


Arrangements for a Grand Display at the 
World’s Fair. 


CHurIcaGo, III., July 17.—Delegates of twenty- 
seven dairy and breeders’ associations, rep- 
resenting nineteen States, met in convention 
in this city yesterday in pursuance to a call 
by the lllinois Dairymen’s Association to take 
actionon the means of representing the in- 
terests of the dairy industries of the country 
at the World’s Fair. Since the call was 


issued the State Association has secured 
from the National Commission the ap- 
pointment of a committee having the 
dairy interests especially in charge. The 
Committee on Permanent Organization re- 
ported the following officers: Gov. W. D. 
Hoard, President; R. L. Esplanessa of Chi- 
cago, Secretary, and John Boyd of Elmhurst, 
Treasurer. A constitution was adopted givy- 
ing the name of ‘‘The Columbian Dairy Organ- 
ization’’ to the organization and stating the 
object to be the advancement of the dairy in- 
terests of the country by securing a proper 
exhibit of dairy products, appliances and 
cattle at the World’s Fair. In addition to the 
other officers the constitution provides for a 
vice-president trom each State and Terri- 
tory, and that all the officers will hold 
office untilthe close of the Exposition. A 
committee of three was appointed to select 
the list of vice-presidents, andthe chair was 
authorized to appoint an advisory and exéou- 
tive Doard of twenty-onefor the purpose of 
originating suitable plans to be presented to 
the directors and commissioners for the dairy 
exhibit. It was estimated that the cost of 
preparation for the exhibit would be at least 
$100,000, and eleven associations have already 
pledged themselves to give $200,000. All the 
others will take action later. In view of this 
fact resolutions were adopted that the 
World's Fair directors be urged to provide 
buildings suitable for caring for dairy cattie, 
milk, butter, cheese and machinery adequate 
to keeping working dairies on exhibition each 
day of the fair, thas it may be educational as 
well as artistic, and that a committee be ap- 
pointed to visit every section of Europe hav- 
ing dairy interests and solicitexhibits. Gov. 
Hoard appointed the following as members of 
the executive committee, which will practi- 
9 have entire charge of the dairy exhibits:

All sorts and con- 
ditions ofmen, women and children were 
represented andso varied was the class of 
Customers that a constantly increasing trade 
seems cortain. Quite a number of 
men who had been working all night 
calied for a lump of ice to take home. 
It was worth their while to wait a few minutes 
and take a little trouble, for not only could 
they get ice at haif price, but they could get 
fuil weight at that. A PostT-DISPaTCH reporter 
saw several 10-ceutorders filled with chunks 
fully as large as the average 30-cent piece de- 
livered from an ice wagon. At an early hour 
in the morning the loss while carrying home 
ice is notterrific, even although as was the 
case in many instances this morning, the buy- 
ers live at quite distant points in North or 
South St. Louis. 

Soveral markot gardeners who had read in the 
Post-DISPATCH that ice could be had at living 
prices lingered long enough to take some 
home in their wagons, aud there are many 
other buyers from a distance. 

One little boy who said he lived at a grocery 
on Seventh and O Fallon put down balf a dol- 
lar and presented asack into which was placed 
ail00-pound lump. The boy made a gallant 
effort to carry it off, bat falled and was com- 
pelled to have the lump cut in half and do the 
delivery in two trips. Scores of others who 
have been in the habit of submitting to short 
weight brought baskets and sacks ludicrously 
small, considering the amount they wished to 
expend.

THE 8YMS OPERATING THEATER. 


Plans fer the Structure Being Considered by 
the Trustees. 


Ev Telerranph to the Post-Dteratca. 

New Tonk. July 17.—The trustees of the 
Roosevelt Hospital are considering plans for 
the new William J. Syms Operating Theater, 
as the addition to their institution is to be 
called. Now that the proposed contest of Mr. 
Syms’ will bas been abandoned by Mrs. Mary 
Ezerell, Mr. Syme’ sister, the legacy of $350,000 
left to the trustees for the operating theater is 
entirely within their control, so that only a 


matter of choice as to plans is causing the de- 
lay. The theater will be a large building, 
almost equare on its ground plan and will be 
on the southwest corner of Ninth avenue and 
Fifty-ninth street. The edifice alone wil! cost 
nearly $250,000, the remainder of the legacy 
being devoted to the creation of a fund for the 
purpose of securing the ordinary expenses of 
the institution. It will be the largest and 
most complete operating theater in the world, 

notexceptisag the famous Clinic of Berlin. 
While nominally it will be the 
operating theater of Roosevelt Hospital, 
it will be open to clinics, especially to the 
students of the College of Physicians and Sur- 

geons, all in the medical board save one, be- 
ing members of the college faculty. "The 
bullding ill be in all probability of brick and 
granite, its facades agreeing in genera! design 
with the other hospital buildings surrounding 
it. The entire management of the inatitution 
is by the terms of the will placed under the 
direction of Dr. McBurney of Roosevelt Hos 
pital, and he will superintend the details of 
special construction of the theater operating 
room.

Dangers of Steeplechasing.- 


Pe rclerranh to the Post-Drereater. 

New Yor«, July 17.—The attempt to revive 
cross-country racing at Brighton Beach has 
thus far been attended with so disastrous re- 
sults that it borders upon cruelty to both 


horses and jockeys. During the two weeks of 
this so-called sport at the track two horses, 
Dave Gideon and Sandford, have been killed 
and three jockeys, Pope, Smith and Chandler, 
have had their collar bones broken. The 
trouble is principally that American 
horses are not properiv schooled for 
cae: and secondarily that the 
umps are constructed in such a fashion as to 
invite accidents. They are set at asiant, in- 
stead of bolt upright, and this fools the 
horses, who do not gatber themselves for the 
jump as they should doin order to negotiate 
it successfully. With the hurdles set at a 
siantin the direction which the horse is going, 
he does not see the necessity of an effort be- 
fore attempting to clear the obstacie, but 
tries to take it fa bis regular stride. The re- 
suit, of course, is a disaster. 

The danger of these steeplechases with im- 
properly schooled horses was shown yester- 
day. The last race was a steeplechase over 
the long course. Five horses started and 
three fell before the chase was ended. While 
making the water-jump both the stirrups of 
Repeater’s saddle broke. Williams hung on, 
however, but atthe second jump thereafter 
the horse went down, fortunately without 
severe injury to horse or jockey. Sanford

GREAT MEN WHO HATED OR LOVED THEIR 
WIVES. 


Southey Had to Borrew the Ring and the 
Money for His Wedding—The Thora Tree 
Planted by Request on Pretty Lady Cern- 
Wallis’ Grave— Disappointed Men of 
Genius. N

To count ne man happy till be was dead was 
a maxim of the ancients. To count no man 
happy till you bave examined into his mar- 
ried life may also havé an element of prac- 
tical wisdom in a world in which matrimonial 
mistakes are so common, and so. commonly 
disastrous. Every one can reel offa list of 
famous men who have notoriously been un- 
happy in domestic life. Among the married 
who secured happiness we find at least a few 
men ofthe rst rank. Dr. Arnold leads the 
list, and the picture of him is one we are all 
more or less familiar with from the writings 
of Dean Stanley. 

Lord Beaconsfield did not place his personal 
happiness in love and domestic joys. He was 
poor, and his wife made him rich; he was 
ambitious of politics, and bis wife opened the 
door to success; he was ambitious of success 
in his career, and his wife sympathized keen- 
ly with him, and at least did not hamper him. 
Iie was grateful, he was faithful, he was kind, 
he was everything thata gentieman ought to 
be In such a case to a woman who really loved 
him, but perbaps his condition of mind was 
not, after all, happiness. Writing to bis sis- 
ter in 1839 he said: ‘‘As for ‘love,’ all 
my friends who married for love 
and beauty are either beating thelr wives or 
living apartfrom them. This is literally the 
case. I may commit many follies in life, but 
I never intend to marry for love, which I am 
sure is a guarantee of infelicity.’’ He was not 
favorably impressed by Mrs. Lewis when he 
met her the firattime. ‘‘Il was introduced, by 
Particular desire, to Mrs. Wyndham Lewis, a 


pretty little woman, a flirt and arattie; in- 
deed gifted with a volubility Il should think 
unegualicd and of which I can convey no 
idea. She told me she liked silent, melancholy | 
men! I answered that 
It. Yet he was to marry ber, and to find 


in her society a life of success and of high | 


content, at least. On April 12, 1867, when 
he defeated Mr. Gladstone’s amendment to 


the reform bill, the younger members of the 
party extemporized asupper atthe Carlton 
and begged of himtojointhem. But, as Lady 
Beaconsfield was never tired of repeating, 
Dizz came home to me. And she would 
add how he ate halt the raised pie and drank 
the whole of the bottle of champagne which 
she had prepared inanticipation of bis tr 
umph. She wastruly proud of him; and he 
was fond of telling herin joke that he had 
married her tor her money, to which she 
would reply: Ah, bot if you had to doit 
over again you would do it for love’’—a state-

mentto which he always smilingly assented. 
Indeed, he never lost an opportunity of eulo- 
gizing his wife in public, and on one occasion 
ata harvest bome at Hughenden hespoke of 
her as the best wife in England.“ 

In dealing with the romance of marriage it 
was impossible, of course, to limit the story 
of Lady Sarah Lennox and George III. No 
doubt at all, it George had had his own ay 
he would have made Lady Sarah his queen. 
He used to ride past the house in which she 
lived every day, and during the harvest Lady 
Sarah was often to be seen making bay on the 
lawn lu a bewitching costume. When the 
King finally married the German Princess 
Lady Sarah was one of the bridemaids. On 
this occasion an old nobleman, who had not 
been to court since the accession of the house 
of Hanover, paid his respects tothe King. He 
was very old and almost blind, but, struck 
by the beauty of Lady Sarah and mistaking 
her for the Queen he plümped down on his 
honest old Jacobite knees to kiss her hand! 
Lady Sarah, very much confused, bade him 
rise, suying, 1 am not the Queen, sir.“ 
George Selwyn said of the old nobleman: ‘‘He 
was always partial to pretenders,’’ a slap at 
Lady Sarah, whion deserved revenge. 

Two ofthe remarkable men of the last cen- 
tury were unfortunate in their love affairs. 
Gen. Wolfe was rejected in his first love affair 
and, as everyone knows, he was killed before 
he married Miss Lowther, to whom he was en- 
gaged, and who subsequentiy married some 


one else. 

Lord Cornwallis made a love match, but his 
wife was so much attached to him and so 
grief-stricken at his absence during such long 
periods that she fell into a jaundice and died 
afew weeks afterher husband had flung up 
bis command and come home to see her. She 
directed thatathorn tree should be planted 
over her grave and that her name should not 
be graven upon her headstone. It was atter 
her death that Lord Cornwallis returned to 
service in America, the end of which was also, 
for him, melancholy enough. 

We read with a good dealof amusement of 
the romantic and passionate attachment of 
afterwards tbe historian of 
Greece, for Harriet Lewin, who is described 
in his letters as being, of course, very lovely 
but who, im after days at least, was eccentric, 
strong featured and masculine. 

Among the runaway matches mentioned is 
that of Henry Fox, the first Lora Holland. He 
toll in love with Lady Charlotte Lennox, and, 
being refused by the family, ran away with 
the lady. But his subsequent career fully jud- 
tified the rashness of his action; for hecer- 
tainiy showed that he knew bow to make 
money and to keepit, untii Charies Fox, his 
son, cultivated in him the faculty of giving it 
away. John Scott, afterwards Lora Eldon, 
also ran away with his wife at a very early 
age. [be window from which Bessie Sur- 
tees descended into her lover’s arms ts still 
pointed out to every visitor to Newcastle as 
he pauses beforethe old house—the home of 
the wealthy banker, her father. in Sandbill 
not 500 yards from the great suspension bridge 
which spans the Tyne,’’ In nis old age, Lord 
Eiden used to tell how piteous was their 
condition On the third morning aiter 
the union ourfunds were exhausted; we had 
not a home to go to, and we knew not whether 
our friends would ever speak to us again.’’ 
One of his earliest legalexperiences was in 
reading, as substitute, the Vinerian law lec- 
ture. I began, he says, without know- 
ing a single word that wasinit. It was upon 
the statute of ‘young men running away with 
maidens.’ Fancy me reading with about 140 
boys and young men, all giguling atthe pro- 
fessor. Sucha tittering audience no one ever 
had. The scanty means of the young people 
bad one unpleasant effect. They developed 
in the pretty young bride babits of thrift 
which hardened into extreme parsimon. She 
was also very averse to society, for the run- 
away marriage made her delicately sensitive 
about society in the beginning and at last it 
became distasteful to her. Curſously enough, 
their eldest daughter married without the 
consent of her parents. 

The story of Soutbey’s love and marriage 
can never be absent from such a compilation 
of this sort. No man ever had less right to get 
married than Southey. He had no money, no 
profession, no reputation, no piace in the 
world, and, more than this, he was dependent 
on bis friend Cottle, who had been supplying 
him with money. Cottle had to supply him 
even withthe ring asd the money for tbe 
wedding. After that beginning he _ lived 
a long life of anxious, earnest literary 
labor, earning not much, winning 
no great fame, but leaving behind 
him amemory richin every sort of private 
virtue and worth. Ne doubt his wife, both 
as a bride and — . all her life, had much 
the heaviest pores the daily burden to bear. 
She bore it nobly, and died, indeed, a martyr 
to duty towards her husband and ber chil- 
dren, her last days being clouded by mental 
troubles which ouused her to be secluded. 
Forty years had they beer married when Edith 
died. Southey’s own life was not to be long, 
and bis latest days were also passed iu a gen- 
tle mental alienation which continued tiil he 
died. 

The list of the ‘‘unhappily married’’ is 
large and brilliant; it includes William 
Beckford, the author of ‘‘Vathek,’’ who, 
however, doesnot seem to have deserted a 
happy life, and whose enormous fortune and 
great talents were alike wasted; Lady Bles- 
sington, who from 45 widow ofa pen- 
niless officer, blazed as Lady Blessington over 
London * Aszled ont aguin after Lord 
Biessington’s death, and bad a fitful splendor 
once more as leader of a quasi literary coterie, 
and finally smashed up and went away to 
Paris, where she died suddenly. She and 
Count D’Orsay led a sort of matrimonia! 
partnership for some years until the smash 
up took place in London. Lork Bolingbroke 
is aleo quoted with propriety, as an example 
of unhappy domestic experiences. In his 
ease, however, the faults were ali on hie side. 
He n Bae morality and al- 
most without decency, for he b edto his 
wife of his early amoura and s oan tiu she 

In self — mouth. 
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with an effective zene. Lord Lytton in 
our Own time was aleo unhappily, — ro- 
mantically married; and a large part at least 
was due to bis tem- 
per and conduct. But pérhaps full justice has 
not been done to the II- effects of the long and 
hard struggle with poverty which he main- 
tained with such success, but with such con- 
stant labor during many years. : 
Among the disappointed men of genius may 
be mentioned Buckle, the historian of civil- 
ization; Henry Fielding, the novelist; 
Edward Gibbon, the istorian; Lor 
Mansfield, and, in early life, John Wes- 
ley. The case of Gibbon has some sat 
features. He fell m love with 
Curchod, at Lausanne, Switzerland, 
and ‘‘she listened,’’ he says, 't the voice of 
truth and n andl might presume to 
hope thatihad made some impression on a 
virtuous heart. But on his return to En- 
giand he found that his father would not con- 
sent tothe’ match. ‘‘Aftera painful strug- 
Glo, he says, *‘I ylelded to my fate; I sighe4 
asa lover; lobeyed as ason.’’ It may be 
difficult to decide without a doubt whether 
his obedience was due to filial piety or to 
weak nervee and a feebie pulsation. The lady 
did quite as well, for she married a dis- 
tinguished man. Gibbon remained single 
all his life and dévoted his time to his history, 
finishing it at Lausanne, the scene of his 
outhful attachment. Charies Fox’s private 
ite was made somewhat objactionabte by his 
having as his wife a Mrs. Ormistead, to whom 
he was not married for many years, though 
finally they were united legally. the Mar- 
quis of Welleslev also made a mistake that

womam who had been his wife in name only 
tor a long time. No doubt it was the right 
thing to do; but these right things are done 
go late that they almost cease to be right, and 
a they inflict is always lasting and 
real.

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LOVE MARRIAGES BY NO MEANS RARE IN 
THE MOTHER COUNTRY. 


The Queen Herself an Example—The 
Princess Louise ef Wales Long in Love 
With the Earl of Fife—A Sroken Zu- 


gagement Causes Greater Scandal Than. 


a Groken Marriage—Breaking Down ef 
Class Distinctions. *¢ 


Virginia M. Crawford, the sister of Sir 
Charlies Dilke and of Mrs. Ashton Dilke, 
writes as follows to the Philadelphia Press 
from London: ' 

As I am generally credited, and rightly, 
withthe possession of advanced views on 
political and social matters, I feel that 1 
ought to confess at the outset that I am Al- 


most a conservative in matrimonial questions. 


I believe in marriage asa faindamental basis 
of society; I believe in the desirability of love 
marriages, andl even venture to believe in 
the happiness of the great majority of unions 
entered into under the present much-abused 


marriage system. 

We have no lack in England—by way of ex- 
ample—of love marriages in the highast rank 
of life, where the temptations to the marriage 
de convenance are even greater than else- 
where. That Queen Victoria herself married 
for love isan established historical fact, and 
most of her daughters are supposed to have 
followed her example. But we need not go 
further than last season, when the marriage 
of Princess Louise of Wales to the Duke of 
Fife was celebrated. It is an open secret that 
the young Princess had been in love with the 
Earl for years and for bis sake had 
declined to entertain the proposals of any 
foreign royal suitor, and although in this case 
the pretensions of the detrimental were 
backed up by aducal coronet and $350,000 a 
year he was none the less a detrimental! in the 
eyes of several members of the royal family, 
who steadily opposed the match. But the 
whole sympathies of the nation were on the 
side of the future Princess Royal, who bas 
willingly sacrified a great part of her royal 
honors for the sake of the man she loves and 


who may now be seen shopping in Bond street 
unattended, or driving with her husband in 
happy tete-a-tete, much like any other young 
lady of her age. 

KASIER THAN IN FRANCE. 

The English law, unlike that of France, is 
not frawed in such a way as to encourage mer- 
cenary unions. Parentai consent with us is 
not a sinequa non, and although an irate 
father may disinberit his sou or daughter be 
cannot legally prevent them from marrying 
whom they please. Even in cases where one 
or other ot the contracting paities being under 
Age. they haverecourse to arunaway marriage 
at a registrar’s office,and make a false declara- 
tisn of age in order to obviate the necessity 
of producing the tather’s consent, even then 
the parents’ redress is but a meager one. 
They can have their rebellious son or dangh- 
ter condemned to a short term of imprison- 
ment for false swearing, but in no case can 
the marriage be annulied, On the other 
band, a class of titled aristocracy, backed up 
by the rights of primogeniture, is undoubt- 
ediy a direct incentive toward woridly mar- 
riages dy creating a limited number ot ex- 
ceptionaily good ‘‘partis,’’ for whom ambi- 
tious mothers angle dexterously on bebalfof 
their duughters, or worse still, for whom 
scheining damsels angie for themselves. 

In Eugland a man almostinvariably asks 
the girl herself to marry him before appeal- 
ing to her father for his consent. When once 
the engagement is an accomplished fact the 
lovers are allowed ample opportunities for 
making each other's further acquaintance. 
The whole family co-operate in giving them 
a wide berth, and they may spend hours 
every day alone in each other’« company, 
either in the bouse or walking or riding to- 
gether, as the case may be. Such liberty, 
which would make a French mother’s huair 
stand oy end, is perfectly comme il faut 
in England. The young couple even travel 
and pay visits in each other’s company, the 
Mancee accompanied by her maid, if she 
should happen tobe possessed of that ap- 
pendage, but oftener still quite without a 
chaperon. 

SACREDNESS OF ENGAGEMENTS. 

This freedom of social intercourse ought to 
be agood safeguard against girls ignorantly 
linking their fortunes with one whom it 
is impossibie for them to love, were it not 
that to throw over the man sheis engaged 
tu is regarded by society as so unpardonabie 
acrime. It seems to be only just dawning 
on people's minds that asmail scandal betore 
marriage is preferable toa big scandal after 
marriage. A charming novelist, Sir Henry 
Cunningham, whose delightful sketches of 
lite in indiaare widely read, has just pub- 
lisheda clever novel about London society, 
The Hesiods,’’ in which he makes the 
heroine, Olivia, deliberately jilt the rich 
young manto whom she is betrothed. His 
view is that society ought to help a girl out of 
the wretched dilemma in which she is placed, 
when she discovers that her engagement is a 
mistake, instead of rendering it, as at present, 
almost impossible to retrieve a false step de- 
fore it is too late. I am bound to say that, while 
strongly deprecating rash aad hasty betroth- 
als, I feel great sympathy for Sir Henry’s 
view, which, if generally adopted, might be 
the means ot averting many a domestic trag- 
edy. The time of engagement oucht to be a 
period of mutual propation, and marriage 
should only ensue if the experiment has been 
so far satisfactory to both parties. 

Considering bow rich a country England 16, 
it is extraordinary how poor most English 
women are—I mean, in their own right. In 
France hardly a peasant girl marries without 
a dot; here, even well-to-do fathers seem to 
expect to marry off their daughters without 
giving them a penny. This is principally the 
result of the time-honored Englishcustom of 
making an eidest son—a process which is 
mainly aceomplished at the expense of the 
young man's sisters. From the parely senti- 
mental eye of view, itis no doubt gratifying 
to a girito be selected entirely for what she 
is and not for What she brings, but I fancy 
that after marriage that the gratification soon 
fades away before the practical necessity of 
asking her husband for every shilling she 
requires. To me, as an ardent believer in 
woman’s rights and woman’s independence, 
the idea is quite odious and it seemsto me a 
little short of monstrous that a rich man who, 
in dying, Dequeaths say £40,000 to each of his 
sons, should consider his daughters amply 

rov ided for with £10,000 apiece. Fortunately 

n this as in many other things, public opin- 
on is undergoing a change and I trust that 
before many years have passed an equal div 
sion of property between brothers and sisters 
alike will become the rule instead of being 
the rare exception. 

TRIUMPHANT DEMOCRACY. 

Another point in recent social development 
which bears favorably ou the marriage ques- 
tion in England is the rapid breaking down of 
class distinctions and the consequent exten- 
sion ot the field of possibie matrimoniai 
choice. The aristocracy and the county fam- 
ilies intermarry freely nowadays with tie 
professional and upper middle classes. Thus, 
only afew weeks ago, the eldest daughter of 
the Ear! of Carlisle, Lady Mary Howard, be- 
stowed her hand and heart on Prot. Murray, 
the clever young Greek professor at Glasgow 
University. Such a union some twenty or 
thirty years ago would have been regarded as 
a positive mesalliance, but nowadays it is 
sensibly accepted as a periectly suitable mat- 
rimonial arrangement. 

Some discussion has 7 Me coun lace as 
to the proper age at which girls should marry, 
One of the weekly journals ueated its 
readers to state what in their opinion was the 
best marrying age, and of all the answers re- 
ceived the vast majority fixed on 2 as the 
most gsuitable age, while none mentioned a 
figure lower than 21. AsI myself was mar- 
ried within a couple of months of leaving the 
school-room, I should not like to be too se- 
vere ou early marriages, but I feel sure that 
there isa —— feeling in English soc 
eie allowing gitis to make their fina
